The Placentia Unified School 
District Board of Trustees, on the 
eve of battle, adopted a strong stand 
against the deannexation of one of 
its elementary schools, Rio Vista, 
over protests of a proponent of 
moving the school into the Anaheim 
City Elementary School District. 

The board stood its ground 
against the time of the hearing of the 
deannexation move before the 
California State Board of Education 
set for Thursday at the International 
Hotel at Los Angeles International 
Airport. The hearing is scheduled 
for 9:30 a.m. 

James R. Jamieson, resident of 
the city of Anaheim and chief 


petitioner in the proposed transfer of 
the school property, spoke from the 
floor at the PUSD board meeting 
Monday night asking testily if any 
members of the board knew how 
many students are being bused from 
the Rio Vista area? 

Jamieson gave a figure of 75 per 
cent. 

He further asked the board for the 
percentage of Spanish surname 
students in the city of Anaheim as 
compared with Placentia, listing the 
answer as 18 per cent as opposed to 
13 per cent. 

Jamieson next insisted that the 
board alter its stand on the 
deannexation they were in the 


process of preparing, by adding to it 
that they ‘‘did not oppose a vote of 


the electors on this particular 
matter."’ 
John Balducci, board trustee, 


pointed out that such a position 
would nullify the stand the board 
had adopted that ‘‘the Placentia 
Unified School District Board 
reaffirms its commitment to the 
priority of intercultural education 
and urges the State Board of 
Education to reject the petitioned 
deannexaition of the Rio Vista 
attendance area from the Placentia 
Unified School District.’ 
Jamieson further insisted that the 
board honor his request, bringing a 


flat statement from presiding board 
president Jean Pappas and an 
irritated reply from board vice 
president, Dr. William Yates, 
referring to Jamieson's request: ‘‘I 
categorically reject this petition.”’ 

Dr. Yates further explained that 
he believed it detrimental to the 
students and to the school for the 
disagreement to be any further 
prolonged. 

Also attending Monday night's 
meeting with Jamieson was Milfred 
Smith, another resident of the city of 
Anaheim who with Jack Manos are 
presenting a three-man slate to 
PUSD voters in the March 4 election.

Services Held For 
Edward Backs 


Edward Paul Backs, a man who 
chose to share what he had with the 
citizens of the city he called home, 
Placentia, died Wednesday night, 
February 5, after a short illness 
brought on by his age. 

He died in the city where he was 
born...Anaheim...and would have 
been 79 on March 30. 

Surviving him is his wife of 54 
years, Angeline Kraemer Backs, 
who with her husband showered 
their benevolences on Placentia in 
gifts of properties and money. A 
nephew, Fred Vail of Whittier, also 
survives. 

Funeral mass was held Sunday 
night at St. Joseph’s Catholic 
Church in Placentia which he 
attended, and interment at the 
Anaheim Cemetery Monday mor- 
ning. Father Norman Supancheck 
officiated at the mass. 

Mr. Backs was the son of pioneer 
families, the son of Joseph Backs, 
who operated the first undertaking 
parlor in the city of Anaheim and of 
Catharina Heyermann. 


An ancestor, Dr. John Heyer- 
mann, born in Germany, came to 
California in 1847 and joined the 
gold rush. His daughter married 
Joseph Backs and were the parents 
of Edward. Joseph had arrived in 
Anaheim in 1872. 

Edward Backs grew up in 
Anaheim and was educated in the 
city’s schools, serving in the navy in 
World War I, becoming the first Vice 
Commander of the Anaheim 
American Legion Post organized in 
1919 and First Vice President of the 
Mother Colony Parlor Native Sons of 
the Golden West. 

His memberships included the 
Orange County Voiture 40 and 8 
Society, Navy League of the United 


States, Anaheim Elks, Anaheim 
Library Association, Society of 
California Pioneers, California 


Historical Society, Wine and Foods 
Society of Long Beach, Orange 
County Historical Society, Orange 
County Farm Bureau, California 
Arboretum Foundation, California

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Lake Surroundings 
Raise Questions 


Lake Placentia had become a vast 
wasteland with little immediate use 
as the three cities who own the 
vanishing waters and surrounding 
lands struggled to make the 
subregional park a safe place for 
neighborhood use. 

Members of the Placentia Golden 
Homeowners Association making a 
presentation to the authority at their 
recent meeting, expressed their 
concern on the area surrounding the 
38-acre parcel, pointing out that the 
Brea property to the north and east 
is zoned for manufacturing. 

Roy Lewis, president of the 
homeowners group asked the seven 
man Tri-City Park Authority: ‘‘What 
measures are being taken by the city 
of Brea and the Tri-City Park 


Scarpa Case 
Returns To 
The Courts 


A 40-foot by 40-foot free standing 
building in Placentia’s posh Town 
Center Shopping District, was 
scheduled to go back into the courts 
Tuesday as Jack and Bonnie Scarpa 
continued an almost year long battle 
to locate their Herbert Hawkins Real 
Estate Agency inside. 

The Scarpas are asking the courts 
to order the Placentia City Council to 
give them permission to occupy the 
facility, for which on May 14, 1974 
they were granted a use permit by 
the Placentia Planning Commission. 

The Planning Commission's 
decision was later appealed by 
Mayor Robert Lyons with the 
resultant city council vote going 
against the Scarpas 3 to 2. 

Core of the disagreement is that a 
real estate office is neither 
‘specifically allowed nor denied in 
the special Town Center zoning, 
leaving the matter to the city’s 
discretion. The first negative 
decision by the council, however, 
was overruled by the courts on a 
hearing on a writ of mandamus in 
which the action of the city council 
was ruled ‘“‘prejudicial abusive 
discretion."’ 

The council was ordered to permit 
the Scarpas to enter the building or 
to hold another hearing on the 
matter, with the council choosing 
the latter course of action. A second 
hearing also went against the 
Scarpas in a split vote. 

The Scarpas are now asking the 
courts for permission to use the 
building and for attorneys fees and 
costs. 


Authority to mitigate the adverse 
impact of the Pacific Intra-Pak 
development and the proposed 
Moreland development?"’ 

Other matters plaguing the 
governing group include’ the 
complexities of the section of the 
park still owned by the Tuffree 
estate, now in the courts but not 
owned by the authority; the 
steepness of the banks at the south 
end, making use of a filled lake by 
the unknowing extremely hazard- 
ous; whether fill dirt from a 
residential development should be 
permitted on the premises (causing 
Brea Councilman Sam Cooper to 
agonize at the complexities of the 
authorities responsibilities) and 
coping with weeds which are 
thriving unmolested. 

Brea Councilman Cooper balked 
at the idea of fill dirt being brought 
on the park property by the William 
Lyon Company, which will soon 
begin development of a single family 
residential tract contiguous with the 
lake and the matter was considered 
in executive session and later 
affirmatively resolved. 

On the positive side and with 
unanimity, the board reelected 
Placentia Mayor Robert Lyons as 
Chairman and Wesley Smith, 
Fullerton representative, Vice 
Chairman. 

The three cities of Placentia, 
Fullerton and Brea also returned a 
13-point concept for development of 
the park which had been approved 
by their three respective city 
governing bodies. 

The 13 points include preserving 
and maintaining the wilderness and 
natural state of the park; using turf 
only in heavy traffic areas; allowing 
a concession of boating, fishing and 
related food items; allowing only 
non-motorized boats and no sale of 
boats. 

Also stocking the lake with fish as 
often as economically feasible; that 
picnic facilities be maintained in a 
natural state and that camping be 
restricted to small organized groups 
and by permit and that playground 
areas be conceived by utilizing 
natural material. 

The three cities agreed also not to 
enclose the park at this time with 
fencing; no entrance, parking or 
camping fees will be charged at this 
time, consideration of bike trails 
connecting with the county trail 
system, fire rings to be included in 
camping and picnic areas and 
development of roads and parking 
lots be done on a minimal basis with 
the use of railroad ties or wood

Not that there isn't a lot of 
feminine pulchritude around the 
Placentia Police headquarters al- 
ready. There's an_ impressive 
number of charming ladies already 
wearing ‘‘blues’’ in the office 
set...but 23-year-old Pauline 
Hecker, will be the first thing that 
is pretty to sit behind the wheel of a 
Police Car. 

Placentians won't see Mrs. 
Hecker in a Patrol Car until after she 
completes her Police Academy 
training in Fullerton, in which she is 
already enrolled. Graduation will be 
in April. 

Placentia is not the first city in 
north Orange County to note that it 
can even add a spark of interest to 
tailor down those burly police blues 
to the petite size and shape of a Ms. 
Hecker. It has even been suggested 
that Mrs. Hecker may not be the 
only policelady to be found in the 
future on the Placentia police roster. 

Besides all the physical attri- 


butes, Mrs. Hecker wears her gun 
snugly on her hip, has an AA degree 
in Police Science from Rio Hondo 
College and a BS degree in 
Criminology from California State 
University at Long Beach. 

For the past 1'2 years she has 
been a Security Agent for Vornado, 
Inc. and Hinshaw's Department 
Store, both in Whittier, which is 
presently her residence address. 

Her husband, Douglas, is a 
Deputy with the Los Angeles County 
Sheriffs Office. 

In Placentia, Police Chief Norman 
Traub said Mrs. Hecker will be 
treated like any other officer. *‘We 
will expect no more of her and no 
less."’ She will be assigned to a full 
range of police duties ‘‘in the same 
manner as her male counterparts." 

When asked if it was her husband 
who interested her in police work, 
the attractive blond new Placentia 
Policelady quickly set the record 
Straight. 

**It happened to be the other way 
around,"’ she said laughing. ‘‘! got 
him interested.”

curbing in lieu of concrete or asphalt 
curbs. 

‘‘A restaurant could be consider- 
ed if it were developed as a 
theme-oriented restaurant within 
the park,"’ the resolution concluded. 

Lewis, president of the home- 
owners, whose membership is 
principally located in north Placen- 
tia, worried publicly about traffic 
and industrial lands surrounding the 
lake. 

“We are in favor of the 
development of the Tri-City Park. 
We believe the park will add to our 
communities and will offer a nice 
area for our children,’’ he addressed 
the authority, ‘‘however, we do have 
some concerns and questions.”’ 

Lewis particularly stressed traffic 
from Brea industrial developments 
which will ‘‘filter out on Imperial 
Highway and Kraemer Boulevard.”’ 

‘‘Some concern should also be 
given to the additional development 
just across Kraemer Boulevard from 
the Tri-City Park...of not only cars 
‘but_also trucks."’ 

Lewis said that 1980 traffic 
projections indicate 24,000 vehicles 
a day will utilize Kraemer Boulevard 
south of Imperial Highway with 
ultimate daily traffic of 36,000. 

“This report considers only the 
Moreland Development. We believe 
|Pacific Intra-Pak will also add more 
traffic. This much traffic,’’ Lewis 
‘declared ‘‘will create noise in the 
normally unacceptable level based 
on HUD standards."’ 

*‘We have seen a proposal for a 
trailer (mobile home) park on the

He had many business enter- 
prises and was a large citrus grower 
and rancher. 

Backs lived to see the completion 
of Placentia’s new Civic Center 
Complex, dedicated less than two 
months before his  death...an 
eye-catching panorama for which he 
and Mrs, Backs had given the seven 
acres of ground which holds it. 

He did not however, survive the 
building of the $100,000 Veterans 
Memorial Fountain and Plaza, 


which he and Mrs. Backs had 


commissioned at the southwest 
corner of Kraemer Park, an 11-acre 
Village Green, which was among the 
couple's first gifts to Placentia. 

A building constructed in 
Kraemer Park with city funds was 
later named for the city’s two 
benefactors. 

Other gifts received from Mr. and 
Mrs. Backs include the old library 
building, a cash payment from that 
transaction and an additional seven 
acres of land on the soon to be 
constructed extension of Chapman 
Avenue, which will provide space for 
a city maintenance yard and possible 
site for an additional fire station. 
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THE LAST PUBLIC APPEARANCE made by Mr. and Mrs. Edward P. 
Backs was at the dedication, December 14, of Placentia’s spacious new Civic 
Center for which they had donated the prime acreage. Backs was made the 
Honorary Mayor on the occasion and his first lady received a bouquet of red 
roses. The generous couple is shown with Mayor Robert Lyons. 


Continuing with his presentation, 
Lewis added: ‘Further, we ask what 
measures are being taken to protect 
the Tri-City Park from the adverse 
effects which might result from 
development of the light industrial 
property now being used as the 
Imperial Golf course. 

Spokesmen for both the city of 
Fullerton, whose property lies 
immediately north and west of 
sections of the park and the city of 
Brea said they had no information 
that the permit allowing the golf 
course would be phased out. 

‘‘Why would they do that?" a 
staff member in Fullerton asked. 
“The golf course is financially 
successful."’ 

Lewis also protested the Shelter 
Condominiums being built directly 
across Kraemer Boulevard in the 
city of Placentia. Studies anticipate 
seven motor vehicle trips a day from 
each of the 345 condominium units, 
Lewis reported, adding to the traffic. 

‘‘We believe that since the three 
cities each have a_ substantial 
financial interest in the park, each 
should possess sufficient interest in 
the area surrounding the park to be 
sure that the park can be enjoyed 
when it is completed,’’ Lewis 
continued. 

“We are in favor of the 
development of the park as soon as 
possible,’’.. Lewis. concluded, ‘‘but 


we think also that it should be’ 


protected as much as possible from 
industrial development problems 
and pollution.”’ 

Mayor Lyons answered Lewis that 
the Tri-City Park Authority has no 
jurisdiction in zoning and that the 
problem should be addressed to the 
respective city councils. 

The park is located north of 
Tuffree Junior High School in the 
apex of the three cities.

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School Bond Issue 


Letters To The Editor 


Dear Sir: 

“The voters of the Placentia 
Unified School District have an 
outstanding record of supporting the 
district's needs in past elections. 
When they have sufficient facts to 
understand the issues they have 
nearly always taken a_ strong, 
supportive stand for their schools. I 
am confident this same support will 
again come through on March 4 fo 
the $20 million school bond issue." 

That view Was expressed today by 
Dr. Ralph P. Ruth, co-chairman of 
the PUSD Citizens School Bond 
Committee along with Al Barlow of 
Placentia. Both Barlow and Ruth are 
veterans of lay citizen committee 
work in the district, Barlow being 
present chairman of the district's 
Educational Facilities Planning 
Committee and a co-chairman of the 
citizen group that worked in support 
of a general-purpose tax rate 
increase in 1972. 

Ruth, a Yorba Linda resident, was 
co-chairman of the citizen group 
involved in the combined bond issue 
and tax rate increase election in 
September 1968 and was chairman 
of the 650 member campaign 
committee that assisted with the 
preschool census and worked for the 
successful passage of the February 
1969 bond issue - the last local school 
bond issue authorized in PUSD prior 
to the March 4 ballot question. He 
also served as an elected member of 
the PUSD school board from 1969 to 
1973. 

‘*Passage of this important bond 
sale authorization by the required 
2/3 vote will produce almost no 
noticeable economic effect on the 
individual taxpayer in our district," 
Ruth emphasized. *'This simple fact 
should really be enough to convince 
most voters to go to the polls on 
March 4 and cast a ‘yes’ vote in favor 
of the issue,’ he added. 

The ballot proposition, if passed, 
will provide the school district with 
the required authorization for sale of 
an additional $20 million in local 
school bonds to apply toward the 
construction of four new elementary 
schools, one new junior high school, 
and one new senior high school over 
the next S years, to house the 4500 or 
more new students that are expected 
to enroll in PUSD in that period. The 
35-square-mile district, which ex- 
tends eastward through many 
still-undeveloped regions of the 
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Santa Ana Canyon to the San 
Bernardino County line, has 
experienced a steady enrollment 
growth averaging over 1,000 
students per year since 1962-3, at 
which time the schools had only a 
little over 3,000 students. The 
district now has 16,300 students 
enrolled, housed in 14 elementary 
schools, 3 junior high schools, 3 
senior high schools, and a 
continuation school. 

**PUSD is still one of the fastest 
growing districts in the state,’’ Ruth 
observed, ‘‘despite the fact that 
some other districts in the county are 
suffering decreasing enrollments. 
We simply don't have _ that 
problem."' He added that all 
evidence - local district projections, 
city and county zoning plans, 


Reserve 
Firefighters 
Sought 


Applications are now being 
accepted by the City of Placentia 
Personnel Office for the position of 
Reserve Fire Fighter. 

The Fire Reserve Program is 
being implemented to involve 
citizens of Placentia and the 
surrounding communities in Fire 
Department operations and to 
provide experience for possible 
future entry into the full-time fire 


service. 
Individuals selected for the 
program will receive training a 


minimum of eight hours each month 
primarily on evenings and week- 
ends. In addition to these training 
sessions, Reserve Firemen will be 
subject to callout in various 
emergency fire and rescue situa- 
tions. Reserve Firemen will be paid 
at the rate of $2 per hour with a 
two-hour minimum per call. 

In order to qualify to apply under 
the program, individuals must be 
between the ages of 18 and 45 
inclusive, their height and weight 
must be proportional, their vision 
must be at least 20/70 correctable to 
20/20, and they must possess a 
drivers’ license.

continued growth pattern in the 
district, carrying school pupil 
population steadily toward the 
eventual saturation enrollment of 
over 35,000, a figure that may not be 
reached for many years. 

‘There seems very little doubt, 
however, about the probable 
enrollment growth over the next 5 
years,'’ Ruth observed, ‘‘because 
tract maps already filed could add as 
many as 4,000 students in a very 
short time, and other areas zoned 
residential could easily supply an 
additional 4,800."" 

He indicated that two additional 
planned communities in the district 
could account for 4,000 more, so that 
13,000 new students could conceiv- 
ably appear in the next few years. 
Best estimates for the near-term 
growth, including allowance for data 
obtained in the recently-completed 
preschool census carried out by the 
district, are that total enrollment in 
the next 5 years will increase by the 
4,500 students mentioned earlier. 

‘*The law requires that the district 
shall provide a school system to 
educate each child residing in the 
district, and it is absolutely essential 
that we have adequate housing for 
these incoming students,"’ he 
emphasized. ‘‘Since the present 
schools are now almost completely 
full, it will not be long before real 
evidence of overcrowding appears in 
the district."

Shimansky Seeks PUSD Post 


Michael Shimansky. a 
long time resident of 
California, but new to 
Orange County, is making 


his first bid for a public 
office by taking a strong 
stand on campaign issues. 

A resident of a county 
island in the environs of 
Yorba Linda. Shimansky is 
seeking a position on the 
Board of Trustees of the 
Placentia Unified School 
District. 

He is expressing opposi- 
tion to the $20 million in 
bonds the present school 
board is seeking, to 
continue a building pro- 
gram over the 34-square 
mile territory of the district, 
also on the March 4 ballot. 

“I believe a year round 
school would be the answer 
to some of our problems,”’ 
Shimansky explains. 

The 31-year-old’ candi- 
date, who lives with his wife 
and two young children in 
their newly puchased home 
in the district believes that 
“‘a four quarter system 
should be tried. Building 
maintenance must be con- 
tinued all year round...so 
why not use the buildings 
all year round.” 

In his first appearances at 
candidates nights, Shiman- 
sky also is taking other 
strong positions. One is on 
the possible annexation of 
the Yorba Linda Elemen- 
tary School District with 
PUSD. 

Shimansky says he is in 
favor of the idea of 
annexation for the purpose 
of “cutting costs through 
reduction of expenses and 
duplication of efforts." 

**And also to improve the 
overall quality and scope of 
education." 

Questioned on the effect 
the failure of the bonds 
might have on later action of 
the annexation of Yorba 
Linda and Placentia, Shi- 
mansky embellished on his 
position on the bonds and 
said that ‘‘it is difficult to 
take a stand on the bonds, 
due to its complexity." 

‘There's a great deal of 
detailed information avail- 
able and it falls on each and 
every voter to analyze the 
information and to make his 


or her choice."

interpretations," he ex- 
plained. ‘and mine is that 
the population is likely. to 
remain stable and the 
economy is in a depressed 
state. Unemployment is at 9 
per cent and rising and new 
housing starts are at an all 
time low...” 

“Therefore, now is not 
the time to authorize new 
expenditures of $20 million 
in bonds." 

Shimansky, also is a 
strong ‘local authority’ 
advocate and adds: **By 
increasing our bonded debt, 
we give more power to the 
state and reduce local 
control of our schools and 
I'm opposed to that. I feel | 
cannot support the bond 
issue at this time.” 

“I'm optimistic about the 
future of our district," 
Shimansky emphasized, 
‘and hope you'll give me an 
opportunity to serve on the 
board.”’ 

The 31-year-old candi- 
date also takes a positive 
stand against busing for 
integration. 

“I'm opposed to it." he 
says flatly. However, he 
points out that his is not a 
segregationist attitude. He 
feels that neighborhoods 
should be integrated. 

‘Busing is an example of 
how children are made to 
suffer for the selfishness of 
adults. The kids are being 
used."*

ECE Earns High Ratings 


Both schools implement- 
ing Early Childhood Educa- 
tion programs in the 
Placentia Unified School 
District earned high ratings 
from state evaluators, it was 
learned this week by district 
officials. 

Rio Vista Elementary 
School in Anaheim, the 
district's pilot school, rank- 
ed among the best in the 
State last year, placing in 
the 91st percentile among 
all 1,110 ECE schools. Ruby 
Drive Elementary, which 
Started a new program this 
year earned a high rating 
from the first state review 
team visit. 

ECE is the state-funded 
program designed to help 
children during the early 
years of education in an 
effort to prevent learning 
problems when they are 
older. 

Rio Vista's ranking a- 
mong the 205 schools who 
received funding for full 
kindergarten-through-third 
grade programs was 13th. 
Sally Morton is principal at 
Rio Vista. 

The final evaluation was 
based on program imple- 
mentation, fiscal manage- 
ment and measurable re-

sults, according to the state 
report. Determination of 
those factors came through 
visits from monitoring and 
review teams and written 
progress reports. 

Ruby Drive Elementary 
was rated on 46 items in 
eight major categories: 
individualized instruction, 
learning environment, mul- 
ti-cultural understandings, 
health and auxiliary ser- 
vices, parent participation, 
parent education, _ staff 
development and §articu- 
lation and coordination with 
other schools in the 
community. 

Ratings were on a 0-9 
scale, with 9 designating an 
*‘exemplary”’ program 
which would be recom- 
mended on a state-wide 
basis as ‘‘a_ promising 
practice for other schools," 
explained Anne Packer, 
Ruby's ECE coordinator. 

Among the areas which 
received highest praise 
from the state evaluation 
team was parent participa- 
tion in supportive activities 
and program evaluation. 
Superior rankings were 
given for parent representa- 
tion on the school advisory 
committee, home-school 


communication, parent in- 
volvement in program 
planning and parent inter- 
est. 

During the two and a half 
months before the evalu- 
tion, Ruby Drive logged 
1,234 parents, high school 
and college students and 
community volunteers who 
had worked more than 2,000 
hours in the program. 

“We think this figure is 
about 80 per cent accur- 
ate,’’ Mrs. Packer said. ‘‘It 
doesn’t include the hours 
parents have put in at home 
working on_ instructional 
aids or babysitting for other 


mothers working at the 
school."" 
Superior ratings were 


given for a well-balanced 
curriculum, parent educa- 
tion through a series of 
seminars, articulation and 
coordination with  pre- 
schools and the community. 
Evaluations from both 
Rio Vista and Ruby Drive 
will be considered when the 
state determines how many 
more district schools can be 
brought into the ECE 
program next year.

How much is an orange 
tree worth? What about the 
land under it? The Placentia 
City Council is prepared to 
spend $425,000 of taxpay- 
ers’ money for five acres of 
land adjoining the new Civic 
Center. 

The law requires an 
appraisal be made before 
the city can buy any 
property. In accordance 
with this, an appraisal was 
duly ordered and on 
December 17, 1974, during 
a Council meeting it was 
revealed that the appraisal 
was in and that the land was 
valued at $85,000 an acre. 

It would seem reasona- 
ble, with this amount of 
money involved, for a public 
hearing to be held to discuss 
the issue. When an alert 
citizen requested just such a 


hearing at last week's 
Council meeting, Mayor 
Bob Lyons replied that 


there had already been a 
public hearing at the budget 
meeting. 

I am sure Mayor Lyons 
did not mean to imply that 
he and the Council wrote 
out a blank check for the 
property at the budget 
hearing in June 1974. The 
appraisal was not in until 
December 1974, a full six 
months later. How could 
anyone logically discuss 
such a purchase without 
knowing what the purchase 
price was going to be? 


There is more involved 
here than the cost or value 
of five acres of land. It is a 
principle of real estate that 
if $425,000 is spent for the 
land, whatever improve- 
ment is placed upon it 
should be in the neighbor- 
hood of two million dollars. 
Since the Council has not 
advanced any reason for the 
purchase of the property, 
there is an _ important 
question to be asked. Just 
how much more money will 
the taxpayer be asked to 
invest for the development 
of this land? For what 
purpose? 

This week the Placentia 
City Administration refused 
to release a copy of the 
appraisal upon which the 
city is basing their purchase 
of the five acres. We 
requested a copy to check 
on the value the appraiser 
was allotting to any orange 
trees on the land, and how 
much value to the land 
itself. As a- taxpayer, I 
wanted to know who the 
appraiser was and who the 
seller of the land is. Just 
who are we paying the 
$425,000 to? These facts are 
in the appraisal report. 

The request was reasona- 
ble. The refusal of the City 
of Placentia Administration 
to release a copy to a 
taxpayer is, in my opinion, 
unreasonable. The Admin- 
istration should remember 
that taxpayers have paid for 
that appraisal, just as 
taxpayers will pay the full 
price if this purchase is 
completed as now planned.
